HISTORY 

The  story  of  Joseph  and  the  Amazing  Technicolor  Dreamcoat  is  one  of  the  most 
remarkable  in  musical  theatre  history.  Joseph  and  the  Amazing  Technicolor 
Dreamcoat  was  the  first  musical  hit  (their  first  show,  Ilie  Likes  of  Us  was  never 
staged)  by  the  team  of  composer  Andrew  Lloyd  Webber  and  lyricist  Tim  Rice,  who 
later  collaborate  on  the  successful  musicals  Jesus  Christ  Superstar  and  Evita 
Joseph  started  off  very  small.  They  wrote  the  show  as  a  20-minute  cantata  for  the 
children  at  the  Colet  Court  School  in  London  to  sing  and  played  March  1,  1968. 
Then  it  was  produced  in  America  at  the  school  of  the  Immaculate  Conception  in 
Douglastown.  In  1972  it  played  in  England  at  the  Edinburgh  Festival  by  the  Young 
Vic  Company  and  then  at  the  Roundhouse.  It  1973  the  production  transferred  to 
the  Albery  Theatre  to  play  for  243  performances.  Each  performance  the  musical 
was  expanded.  The  first  major  American  productions  of  the  full  show  were 
presented  at  the  Brooklyn  Academy  of  Music  on  December  22,  1976  and  then  at 
the  Entermedia  Theatre  in  New  York  on  November  18,  1981.  After  playing  77 
performances,  the  producers  transferred  the  show  to  the  Royale  Theatre  on 
Broadway.  Joseph  first  opened  on  Broadway  January  27,  1982  for  a  run  of  747. 
Since  then  there  have  been  major  revivals  in  London  in  1991  and  Broadway  in 
1993.  The  show  currendy  has  a  few  national  touring  companies  and  die  authors  are 
preparing  for  the  TV  version  on  PBS  in  October.  Joseph  is  also  one  of  the  most 
produced  musicals  among  amateur  groups.
